THE Fine Arts Journal takes great 
pleasure in endorsing the candidacy of 
William Hale Thompson and wishes to 
present to its readers a few statements made 
bv Mr. Thompson in his public speeches which 
if carried out will make of Chicago a better, 
bigger and healthier city in which to live : 

"The man ambitious to be Mayor of Chicago 
must come before the people with hands politic- 
ally clean. If the candidate's eagerness for 
power is such that he will submit himself for 
nomination and election in violation of the 
Primary Law, is it reasonable to expect of him 
that sacred regard for the execution of the laws 
that the Mayor must possess? 

"As the nomination is the first step, I stand 
for strict compliance with every provision of 
the Direct Primary Act, which guarantees in 
spirit a free and open field for all citizens aspir- 
ing to serve the people in an official capacity. 

"The immediate betterment of our street car 
service can be instantly realized by enforcing the 
several ordinances governing the traction lines. 



"By eradicating political machines, that now 
cost the tax payers one dollar out of every two 
collected by the municipality, economical and 
efficient service can be achieved. 

"Criminals can be driven from Chicago by 
divorcing the police department from politics 
and by promoting officers and men who faith- 
fully perform their sworn duty. The police 
power of Chicago is autocratic and vested su- 
premely in the Mayor. If I am elected, I will 
take upon my own shoulders that responsibility, 
and I will unconditionally and thoroughly sup- 
press lawlessness, crime and crookedness, and 
make the streets and byways of this city safe 
for men, women and children. 

"If the men and women voters of Chicago 
honor me with their votes on Primary and Elec- 
tion Day, I hereby solemnly pledge them that 
no ring, clique, boss, or any financial interests 
will ever dominate or influence me in the per- 
formance of my full duty. I will be the Mayor 
of Chicago and will select for my cabinet men 
of the highest ability, and of such integrity and 
enterprise as to give Chicago the most economical 
and progressive business administration in its 
history."
